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This  was  the  first  full  season  for  this  new  Spartan  team  and  mem- 
bers had  a  hard  start.  The  team  worked  diligently  in  the  pre-season 
on  three  day  sessions  with  one  being  in  the  morning,  afternoon,  and 
evening.  The  team  say  many  injuries  in  the  first  part  of  the  season 
which  caused  the  tenuous  start.  The  new  soccer  team  lost  every  game 
at  the  begining  because  of  these  problems,  but  by  the  last  third  they 
started  scoring  and  winning.  This  season  ended  with  sixteen  players 
total  and  the  team  is  losing  three  seniors  this  year. 

The  team  has  Vicki  Sterner  as  head  Coach,  Brent  Kling  as  Assistant 
Coach,  Resa  Andrus  as  Manager,  and  three  Captains.  The  Captains 
are  Mel  Brensinger,  Amy  Knepp,  and  Michelle  Inguagiato.  All  three 
are  Seniors  this  year  and  they  will  be  tough  replacements.  The  most 
valuable  player  was  awarded  to  Justine  Rice  who  has  scored  the  most 
points  this  year  and  is  a  sophomore.  Justine  is  here  from  Middletown, 
NJ  and  she  scored  a  total  of  14  points  for  the  team  this  year. 

If  one  word  were  to  describe  this  team,  it  might  be  perserverance 
because  of  the  combination  of  the  regular  problems  in  starting  an 
entire  team  and  the  injuries  that  occurred.  The  team  showed  a  large 
improvement  begining  October  10th  when  they  won  3  games  out  of  a 
total  of  6.  All  in  all,  it  was  a  start  that  will  generate  new  wins  in  the 
future. 
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In  1996,  the  volleyball  team  started  out  strong  and  confi- 
dent early  in  the  season.  The  Spartans  did  extremely  well  in 
New  York  completing  their  best  performance  there  in  the 
last  three  years.  A  highlight  this  year  occurred  when  the 
team  won  against  the  CAC  defending  champions,  Gallaudet, 
in  four  games.  The  team  weakened  in  October  because  of 
two  weekends  off,  but  the  overall  achievements  were  im- 
pressive. At  the  final  tournament  in  November  at  Messiah, 
the  Spartans  ended  on  a  happy  note  finishing  third  out  of 
six.  Seasonal  accomplishments  include  finishing  in  first  place 
in  the  Bronze  Division  at  the  Juniata  classic,  and  setting  new 
and  impressive  records  in  performance. 

Jess  Elicker  and  Jill  Crouse  are  two  of  the  teams  assets.  Jill 
made  the  All  tournament  Team  at  Courtland,  where  the 
team  played  in  September,  and  Jess  made  the  All  Tourna- 
ment Team  twice;  at  Franklin  &  Marshall  and  Messiah.  Jess 
also  advanced  to  the  All  CAC  Team,  and  since  she  is  a 
sophomore  we  hope  to  see  more. 

The  team  plans  on  making  some  major  changes  this  year. 
One  of  which  is  to  carry  a  second  season  in  the  spring  which 
will  begin  February,  1997.  This  new  season  is  action  packed 
with  weight  lifting,  jump  training,  practice,  and  competition 
in  order  to  prepair  them  for  the  challenges  they  will  face 
next  year.  The  Spartans  plan  on  staying  strong  for  the  final 
conference  matches  and  the  playoffs.
